Johnson was given h ;s freedom on the 
$30,000 ball furnished at the time of 
indictment.

Washington, June 5.- The presenta­ 
tion of the second Japanese note in 
the controversy has revived tin- lat* lit 
Japanese issue confronting th** Unit­ 
ed States over the California alien 
land law. 
Viscount Chinda, the Ja p ­ 
anese ambassador, handed to Mr. Br; 
an a long communication from bis g o v ­ 
ernment in which a fresh apjveal is 
made to th** United States for the m:l 
lification of the California statut* 
The secretary of state and Ambas­ 
sador Chinda were in conference near­ 
ly' two hours. 
At the conclusion of 
their discussion of the note and its 
contents Mr. Bryan left it at the White 
House for the president to read. 
Mr. 
Bryan disucssed it with him today, an.! 
it probably will be the chief topic at 
tin* cabinet meeting tomorrow. 
Though 
the Japanese government 
looks to the federal government to 
render the California statute invalid 
by some means and 'o that end dis 
cussed, in the note just presented, the 
legal aspects of the situation, the em­ 
phasis of t.he Japanese protest still re 
m a in s on th*' broad racial question in 
volved. 
The 
Japanese* 
ambassador 
made it clear to Mr. Bryan that he and 
his government still consider the ra­ 
cial discrimination involved as griatly 
overshadowing the legal phases of tin* 
n*atter. 
The dissatisfaction ot Japan with 
the American reply to Japan's original 
protest was likewise made clear. 
It 
can be said that the Japanese note In­ 
forms th** i’lilted States that the I o* 
kio government will not condescend to 
¡¿eek reparation In the federal or state 
courts of California. 
This was prac­ 
tically the only solution of the ques 
tlon offered in the note of Secretary 
Bryan in answer to Japan's original 
protest. 
The ambassador again made it clear 
that his government will consent to 
look only to tin* federal government of 
the United States for r e l i e f from th* 
operation of the California statute. 
What the Japanese desire is that th** 
Washington 
government shall 
insti­ 
tute proceedings through th** courts to 
attack th** California alien land law. 
Tin* Japanese embassy her*» has made 
a thorough searca into all cases hear­ 
ing in any way upon the present issu** 
and has brought this acquired knowl 
edge to bear upon tin 
state depart­ 
ment in the lat*»st communication. The 
fact that President Roosevelt, when 
the Japanese school question was th«* 
question 
of imitation in 
California, 
threw the influence of the tederal ad­ 
ministration upon the side or Japan 
is called to the attention of Mr. Bryan. 
At that time the Un’ted States appear 
ed in court in two ways, first as the 
instigator of a suit and also as “amieu- 
curiae” or friend of the court in a suit 
entered by a Japanese resident of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Japan now wants the Wash­ 
ington government to do the same 
thing in the present instance ami thus 
bring about the nullification of the Cal­ 
ifornia law if possible. 
It is generally believed here that the 
president will not give his consent to 
any legal proceedings against the Cali­ 
fornia statute, 
in fact it is not seen 
here how 
the administration 
could 
take the position asked by the Jap 
anese, as it already has declared its 
belief that the California alien land 
law is not in violation of the Japanese 
treaty of 1911. 
it seems as if there is 
danger now* of the two governments 
coming to a deadlock over this issue.
